Clearly, thou sp, there should be no 

censorship of such materials—by a li- 


‘brarian or unyone else. The First 
Amendment protects freedom of 


speech for all, even bigots. The founda- 
tion of our democratic heritage de- 
mands that a wide variety of belief and 
unbelief be represented in our socicty. 
Only by having access to alf shades of 
opinion will it be possible to engage in 
the meaningful dialogue we all desire, 
and achieve what Ernst Angst calls 
“the viable society.” 

As a conservative, T can never argue 
for censorship, only f; 
And good judgment demands a fair 
representation of viewpoints. 


Before presenting my list of conser- 
vative publications, J must correct Mr, 
Berman's statement that the right wing 
does not have dynamic nor numerous 
spokesmen and periodicals. Well over 
a thousand papers and magazines 
can be called “right wing,” but whether 
they can also be called conservative is 
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another matter. Equally, there must 


be a distinction made about left-wing 


called liberal. 

Fundamentally, conservatives be- 
lieve in the principles of democracy 
and freedom, just as liberals do, The 
disagreement is only about the means
